Labs, looking under microscopes, dissections, tests, notes galore! These are 
just some of the things the environmental science and biology students do on a 
daily basis throughout the school year. 

“The reason I love biology so much is because of having Mr. Long because he 
makes class so much fun and with the occasional jokes that he cracks about 
things were doing,” said sophomore Kayla Foreman. 

Biology is taken by most sophomores and some freshman. Two lab courses 
are required to graduate so almost every East student will take it at one point in 
their high school career. 

“Knowing we had to take biology we go into it not being so excited about it but 
when you have Mr. Long for a teacher it’s a lot better because he’s super funny,” 
said sophomore Kayla Carre. 

There are many things that go on in environmental science. They take a lot of 
notes on the topic that they are on. They also keep a composition notebook full of 
things that are taped and stapled in so they can remember them later on in the 
year. 

“One of the favorite labs we did during the year was when we made a video or 
rap about one of the cycles. My group choose the water cycle”, said junior Jessica 

Kincaid. 

Labs are a common thing in both environmental science, in environmental 
science they do labs about fungus, protests’, bacteria, and anything that they can 
find in nature. They look at them under microscope which helps them get the skills 
if they decide to go to more advanced biology or anatomy. 

“I took environmental science not because I wanted to but because my 
parents thought that it would be a good class for me to take, plus we have to take 
three years of science so I figure why not take this class as one of my three,” said 
junior Brad Treanor. 

Biology is the nature science of studying live and living organisms including 
their structure, function, growth, origin, and evolution. It is taught by four teachers 
at East High. 

Throughout the year in biology they do many labs that include cell size, 
looking at pond water to see what is in it, and a respiration lab. They also look 
under microscopes at different organisms like bacteria or fungus. 

“Some of the labs are pretty fun. My favorite one was when we looked under 
the microscope at cells and all the parts. It was weird seeing the different parts 
and it ended up being pretty legit,” said sophomore Josh Lemon. 

Dissections are another thing that happens in the second semester of biology 
classes. Teachers normally get rats for dissections but with cost increases in the 
past year they are now going to use more pigs than rats. 
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Dissecting bugs, looking under microscopes, having pets in 
the class, and taking care of house plants...Sound interesting? 
Well this is what happens in zoology and botany classes. 
Zoology is the study of bugs and animals while botany is the 
study of plants. It is a two semester class that you can either 
take both or choose to just take one semester. Some students 
take the class because they want to go on to marine biology at 
Central. Some take it for many other reasons. 

“I took zoology because it’s what I want to do for my 
career. And I am really interested in animals and their habitat,” 
said junior Tyler Seward. 

In zoology they began the school year with a bug project 
that they are required to find bugs, freeze them, and organize 
the bugs on a poster board. 

In zoology they did a bug project at the beginning of the 
school year where they had to catch 20 different bugs from 
various types of bugs. They then were told to put all 20 of the 
bugs on the poster board to show the different types. 

“I enjoyed this project because it was different than other 
ones we've had before and I liked getting all the bugs and 
insects,” said junior Nick Thomas. 

In botany they learn the plants and everything about them 
from the cells, to the parts of the plants. They take care of 
plants and Keri Frommelt brings in house plants since most of 
the time they are studying plants it is winter so they are not 
able to go outside and grow them. 

Once the weather is nicer they go outside to study the 
trees around the school and learn about them. During this 
project they examine the tree and learn about how old the tree 
is and what kind it is. 

They do many labs in both botany and zoology. Frommelt 
will lecture about a topic such as a bug, animal or, plant and 
then they will go over to the lab area and look under 
microscopes. They do drawings of what they see and 
participate in many group labs. 

“I love doing labs because 
there extremely interesting 
because I find the anatomy of 
animals very interesting and I 
love to see how they work,” 
said senior Breona Carroll. 

In the classroom they have 
many different pets that they 
take care of during the school 
year. Some of their pets are a 
ball python named Xena, a 
Chilean Rose haired tarantula, 
a painted turtle and even a 
common toad.

These 
are all common topics that are covered throughout 
American and World History classes. Many students found 
history to be a dry subject, so teachers make activities to 
keep the classes fun and moving along. 

“History is hard; students come from elementary and 
middle schools with no exposure to history whatsoever 
and I had to keep things interesting to hold kids’ 
attention,” said World History teacher Lynn Hoff. 

World History, taken as a sophomore, explores things 
such as the Middle Ages, ancient Greece and Rome, and 
revolutions. U.S. History explores exactly what it says: 
American history. Teachers tried to keep these subjects 
interesting by assigning projects to do for “hands on” 
learning. 

“History is my favorite subject and was really fun , but 
the Romans and Greeks interest me more than American 
history," said junior Alex Hensley. 

World history teacher Thomas Hildreth assigned a 
major project over ancient Greece. They researched their 
topics individually or with a small group and presented 
their findings to the entire class. 

“The main thing I used to keep World History 
interesting was to use a project based type of curriculum 
so a lot of group work was put into these projects,” said 
Hildreth. 

U.S. History teacher Brian Koch tried to make his 
classroom environment as fun as possible for students.

“I enjoyed his class a lot especially the first project 
we had.lt was really fun,” said junior Stephanie Nowels. 

The first major project for Koch’s class was to pick a 
narrow topic and research it. They created brochures and 
they also dedicated their time to building 3-D models. 
These projects were presented and were a way to get kids 
more involved in history. 

“Anyone can just copy and paste info into a paper. 
This project created more room for free flow thinking, 
creativity and responsibility," said Koch. 

Teachers wanted kids to be more knowledgeable in 
history and to know more going on in their surroundings. 
Teachers made ideas more relatable to present day and 
its modern aspects. 

“The major goal I had for my students in World 
History was make it relevant enough for them to see how 
history affects their lives today,” said Hildreth.

Sociology is a semester class that focuses on 
humans and their behavior in social settings. 

“Sociology takes a close look at society and the 
community you live in.

Science Bound is a unique program designed to place ethnically diverse 
students in science, engineering and math programs. A group of 25 dedicated kids 
met in Anson Bonte's room every Monday after school for about an hour. This 
program was designed for students who wouldn’t normally get a chance to explore 
science opportunities. Science Bound has been at East for approximately 20 
years. 

“Science bound helps to obtain a better future and help voices be heard. After 
so many years with the people involved, it starts to feel like a family,” said senior 

Alma Salas. 

Science Bound is a program based out of Iowa State University (ISU) that 
helps students in middle school through high school. Many students who start in 
this program begin in seventh grade. Students who successfully complete the high 
school program and meet admission requirements and pursue a technical degree 
at ISU can receive a full ride scholarship according to, 
www.sciencebound.iastate.edu. 

“I was ‘recruited’ in 8th grade for having good math and science grades," said

The Special Olympics program 
includes many sports, such as volleyball, 
bowling, ice skating basketball, track weight 
lifting, cheerleading, and gymnastics. East 
High is currently the only Des Moines 
school that has a Special Olympics team. 

The numbers of kids that participate in 
Special Olympics is going down; they used 
to have 15 to 30 kids involved. Today they 
have 13 participants here at East and that 
number is rapidly descending. 

Head coach has been 

involved in all kinds of Special Olympic 
activities for 24 years with his wife 

at his side. has 

volunteered to train and encourage the 
athletes; she is the heart and soul of the 
team, she was also the former assistant 
coach for 22 years. “I’m here to give the 
kids hope and courage”, says Anderson. 

East High’s Special Olympics 
basketball team made it to the state 
tournament this year in Iowa City and 
played March 18th & 19th; the 6 players in 
the two teams recieved bronze medals. 


They played four teams including 
Hempstead, Atlantic, Mason City, and Rock 
Valley. A banquet was held to honor all 600 
participants that went up for the challenges. 
They held other sports competitions as well 
like weight lifting, cheerleading, and 
gymnastics. The team’s trip was absolutely 
free hotel expenses included. 

This year marked the first time in 20 
years East hasn’t had an ice skating team 
because of block scheduling. The team 
trains before school, sometimes after and 
during; they typically run on East 13 Street. 
The practices aren’t intensive, they learn 
about rules and teamwork just like any 
other team, they focus a lot on technique 
and improving skills. 

“Teamwork helps you build up 
personally,” said Nordaker. “Personal 
achievement, they feel good about being 
involved in an East High sport.”

The girls’ swim team splashed into the 
2010 season with great excitement and a 
pool full of anticipation. 

“The beginning of the season is 
always the best because we are 
conditioning for serious workouts and 
preparing for upcoming meets,” said 
senior Danielle Piatt.

In swim competition, points are 
distributed to the top five finishers. First 
place earns six points, second place 
earns four points, third earns three 
points, and all the way to the fifth finisher 
who earns her team one point. For teams 
who have diving, 13 points are 
distributed. East does not have a diving 
team so they sacrifice these points, giving 
the other team an advantage. 

“We either swam teams who are very 
comparable or we swam some of the 
best schools in the state. When the 
competition is that good, it is a very 
daunting task,” said head coach 
. “When we did swim these fast 


teams, our top girls were able to hang 
right with the competition.” 

“Our team has lots of talent, 
and even more passion. It was really 
exciting to see the ability our 
underclassmen have,” said senior 
Peyton Rowe. 

The team consisted of 26 
swimmers; 10 were seniors and one a 
foreign exchange student from 
Montenegro. There were many strong 
swimmers on the team who gained 
points every meet, but the girls knew 
that their team is best described by 
their motto, NED: “Never give up”, 
“Encourage others”, and “Do your best.” 

They ended their season proudly 
with many lifetime bests at the regional 
meet. Also, three swimmers placed on 
the East All-Time Top 5 board.

A state title is something that most 
teams only dream about. East has not had a 
state title since 1979 and the Lady Scarlets 
were out for blood to take the state trophy 
home. The Urbandale game was just the first 
step to state and when the buzzer went off 
versus Iowa City West, East was on top as 
the 2011 state champions.

She showed 
teamwork and determination throughout the 
season and into state. Wright will be given 
the trophy to take home when she graduates. 

“Winning MVP was such a shock 
because it had never crossed my mind that I 
would get it. It just added to the happiness of 
winning state,” said Wright.

Making it to the State Tournament is every 
wrestler’s dream. For two East wrestlers that dream 
came true: sophomore Matt Schmitt at 125 lbs. and 
senior Tory Zepeda at 130 lbs. That was not the only 
major event that happened this season; wrestling 
Coach Larry Jackson retired after more than 20 years 
at East. 

“It was great to get to go to State. I was so happy 
when I made it; all I wanted to do was go and win,” 
said 

Jackson, a teacher at Carver Elementary, 
volunteered his time to the Junior Club Wrestling and 
was involved with his daughters a lot. He decided to 
retire to spend more time with his daughters. There 
was never a time that went by that he wasn’t doing 
something he loved. 

If one was to peek in on a wrestling dual, they 
would see not only a hard working individual on the 
mat, but a team that was eager to learn. It took three 
hour practices every day except Thursdays, cutting 
two to three pounds to maintain weight, morning runs 
three days a week and hours spent at Saturday 
tournaments. 

“I think the season went pretty good; we gave it 
our all. We gave Coach Jackson a good season, 
sadly it's his last year,” said junior 

This season was plagued with injuries and 
infections. Senior Zak Jones was on and off most of 


the season due to a foot injury. Zepeda was also 
out from the fourth concussion he has received in a 
year. Many others incurred infections such as ring 
worm and impetigo. Impetigo looks much like a burn 
and happens by having open cuts or scrapes. 

“I had ring worm and it kept me off the mats for 
a few days, but it wasn’t completely horrible," said 
sophomore 

Cutting weight was the biggest issue for many 
of the boys. Many had to stick to a strict routine. A 
lot of wrestlers got shuffled around weight class. 
Senior John Reynolds got bumped down from 152 
lbs. to 145 lbs. JV was not necessarily required to 
cut weight, but it added to their journey and their 
way up to varsity. 

“It was pretty easy once I got the weight cut. 
Losing the seven pounds just took a lot of hard 
work and maintaining my weight was easy as long 
as I didn’t overeat,” said 

Freshman DeMarcus Dameron was a new 
addition to the team and wrestled JV a lot of the 
season then got brought up to wrestle at the 103 
pound weight class. Not having much varsity 
experience was beside the point for Dameron; he 
was more about gaining the knowledge to be better.
